The pro- 
secution contended that, even supposing 
thero was no canac for suspicion arising 
from the state of the letter when it waa put 
into their handa, it was their duty to tnke 
steps: fur ite immediate delivery to the 
person to whom it wos oduressed, and 
that thero was zreat reason to believe 
that there was come fraudulent intention or 
improper knowledge with regard to the 
retention of it; because if the letter had 
been delivered immediately it waa handed 
to them, in all probability the complainant 
would jinve been shle to prevent the draft 
being cashed ‘Tho fifth charge was that of 
atealing nota letter but's valuable security 
from the letter.

This matter come before the Full Cuurt 
by way of appeal from an order made by ma 
in Cham!era on the 18th October, refusing 
the plaintiffs leara to withdraw from the 
suit and to bring a frosh action for the same 
matter. The application was made under a 
provision in the Coda, soc. 64, which is as 
follows :—‘ If the plaintiff at any time bo- 
fore final judgmont satisfy this Court that 
thery are sufficient grounds for permitting. 
him to withdraw from the suit with liberty 
tv uring o fresh suit for the same matter 
it shall bs competent to the Court to grant 
such permission in euch terms aa to costs or 
otherwise a5 it may deem proper. In any 
stich fresh suit the plaintiff shall be bound 
by the Rules for the limitation of actions 
in the same manner aa if the first auit hud 
not beon brought. If the plaintiff withdraw 
from the suit withuat.such permission he 
shall be precluded frum bringing a fresh euit 
for tho sume matter.” This is taken from 
the Indian civil cage and is exactly the same. 
ap Section 97 cf Art. XTIL of 1859.- An 
affidavit sworn le by Mr Caldwell was the
